These charge* wore contained in 
. supplementary report written by 
George Soule, which gave the basis 
or the Commission'* finding in its 
main inquiry that the steel strike 
made thousand* of citizens believe 
that our institution* were, not dem- 
ocrat* or not democratically ad- 
ministered and that local magirtra- 
e* and police often tried to break 
gtrikes with the aid of atato and 
federal authorities. 


The Commission'* report declared 


that the *teel corporation* actively 
engaged in "local politics" and do- 
minated the local governments, add- 
ng that "the moment any subor- 
dinate in the mill begins actively to 
oppose the political machine, he be- 
come* a marked man." 


"Often political candidates ate 


themselves members of the. mill 
management," the report 
added, 


'having the power of discharge, but 
n any case the superintendents ana 
foremen take an active part in elec- 
tioneering. 


"There are always watchers from 


thefcrill lounging about the polls. 
The chance* of corruption, 
either 


through threat -or through bribe, 
which are • latent in this possibility 
are obviously large. 


"In short, the prestige and power 


of the dominating industry is so 
great that political opposition rarely 
grows beyond its primitive .stages. 
An "observer of long residence in 
Pittsburgh 'declared, that the only 
thing that would' make • the 
steel 


worker independent in politics was 
a union capable of protecting them 
from discharge."

Our City's Charms 


These Are the Daya to Get Acquainted With Suburbs 


About Madison. 


rrvHESE are the days to visit some of the sightly suburbs about 
* Madison,—those blessed abodes of serene spirits and wise. 
With r»gal autumn now In full tide, and mere living a joy any- 
wh««, to spend an afternoon amid these places where city and 
country meet Is a particular treat. One cannot help feeling also 
that their residents must somehow find life a perpetual round 
of rarled interest and delight. It must be so, for the best judges 
h»v« mid that things of beauty are forever sources of joy and 
beauty Is the distinction not only of all Madison, but of these 
charming encircling suburbs. Just now they are synonomous 
of sunshine and color. While all days in this latitude are not 
bright, the sunshine about Madison on a fine October day per- 
sist* in haunting the memory, since with it is then associated 
lorely landscape views, rare panoramic outspreads of the sur- 
rounding country and lakes. It is an altogether unforgetable 
',reat. 


But these suburbs, Lakewood, College Hills, Nakoma, Shore 


Acres—to name only a few—also stand for independence and 
Individuality. The very fact that their residents are there pre- 
lupposes Independence of spirit. They are pioneers who dared 
to break away from the cramps and conventionalities of hedged- 
\n city life and take to the open. In other words, they dared 
to live as well as to work. Too "many people dare only to toil, 
Forgetting that life is short and that we have duties of health, 
Mtjoyment and spiritual expansion which we owe to ourselves 
and to our own. 
Since we are in this world, it must be that we 


wert meant to live and enjoy life. People in these suburbs seem 
to hav« dared to take that view, and as everyone must live 
somewhere why not live where they are, they say. 


But in the very nature of things It could not well be other- 


wise. 
From their more serene situation, these suburbanites 


look out with a broader view, upon the world. For them there 
is distance, atmosphere, color and Joyous exhilaration. 
The 


sun rises earlier and lingers longer for them than for the more 
benighted mortals who grope in the lowlands and amid more 
narrow street walls. It must.have been from one of the heights 
about here, that Longfellow stood" in fancy when he penned these 
lines to the Four Lakes of Madison: 


Fair lakes serene and full of light, 


Fair town arrayed in robes of white, 


How visionary ye appear! 


All like a floating landscape seems, 


In cloud-land, or the land of dreams, 


Bathed in a golden atmosphere. 


Such inspiration eonld, no doubt, be obtained from any one 


of the many hilltops about Madison, but the residents of each 
suburb are sure the poetr-who never saw Madison—must have 
been in their midst in spirit. It was from the hilltop of the 
prMent Nakoma, for instance, that the early pioneers toiling 
upward from the southwest on the old Madison-Wiota road ob- 
tained their first glimpse of Madison and its lakes. It was a 
grateful view to them, as it has been to a generation of travel- 
era since, for it meant the end of their journey was in sight and 
tht vision was as beautiful as it was comforting. It is as fair 
today. 


Far to the eastward rise the circling hills of Dane county, 


giving a misty Blue Ridge effect. 
Against this contrasting 


background rises the great white dome of the capitol like a fairy 
palace of delight, flanked by the white walls of the city. In the 
intervening distance lie the shining waters of Lakes Wingra 
•nd Monona, blazing like burnished silver, with lovely meadows, 
flelds and clumps "of woodland interspersed, and over all 
the sunshine lying in great swathes.- From other lake points 
ire other prospects equally charming. 


Of course, as the laborer said at Niagara Falls, "this is 


grand; but we can't live on scenery alone." No, we can't live 
on scenery, yet it is true that it is such very spiritual things 
that are our most secure possessions. Property and other ma- 
terial things often take wings and fly away or are bewitched 
from us, but no one can take from us our spiritual possessions— 
memory, faith, appreciation of the beautiful and capacity for 
its wijoyment. If we can have these things with our work so 
much the better, and if we cannot be fortunate enough to live 
daily amid Influences making for these things we can get a taste 
of them by an afternoon spent amid the outer zones of our fair 
tlty. Also if we are not responsive to the appeal of beauty and 
the closer communion here found with.nature it will yet do us 
good to "soak our hides in the sunshine and waller in the shade."
